It was all a deep-dyed Commun- 
ist plot, a treacherous bit of Mos- 
cow machiavellianism, they must 
have concluded, intended to lure 
this distinguished visitor into the 
very centre of anti-British propa- 
ganda.

TPHERE is a tendency here to in- 

* terpret the Duke's visit to Ger- 
many as serving as an unintentional 
aid to the Nazi cause. Albion Ross, 
in a dispatch to The Times on the 
22nd writes: "There can be no doubt 
that his tour has strengthened the 
regime's hold on the working classes 
... He has lent himself, perhaps 
unconsciously, but easily, to Na- 
tional Socialist propaganda." 

It is not a little disheartening, if 
we are to accept this as the proper 
interpretation. One still recalls a 
visit to the depressed areas in Eng- 
land over a year ago, with the at- 
tendant remark, "Something must 
be done," and it becomes difficult 
to'reconcile'that with an officially 
conducted "tour" to study "labor 
conditions," where labor unions 
have been smashed systematically, 
■where civil liberties have been 
squelched, where a minority racial 
group has been destroyed, and 
■where the goose-step is sauce for 
the gander.

I'HERE was a touch of signific- 

* ance, too, in the personal call 
paid on Der Fuehrer. We are in- 
formed that the visitors were kept 
waiting for an hour at the foot of 
the mountain retreat in Berchtes- 
gaden. Twenty years ago the host 
was a house-painter, in uniform, an 
unknown in the trenches; his caller 
the scion of one of the greatest 
royal families in the world. Three 
days ago the former, now complete 
ruler over a nation of sixty million 
people, could bide his time, while 
the latter, voluntarily become a 
private citizen, could wait. . . . 

Life plays many strange tricks, 
and brings about many strange 
turns, but rarely is it , quite as 
poignant as this . . . rare!^ quite as 
sardonic.

TT may sound a little trite to say 

* this, but perhaps it must be said, 
and it would be a lese majesté not to 
say it. With Democracy on the de- 
fensive on so many fronts, with the 
Fascist powers so blatantly intent 
upon its destruction, every little 
support they get is magnified a 
thousand times.

gERLIN — The "Schacht crisis" 
which has been so ' to speak 
chronic since early September has 
become - acute again. Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht himself told a newspaper 
corresponaent yesterday that he had 
resigned his post as Minister of 
Economics last August. 

He said the resignation became 
effective .Monday. According to 
well authenticated reports, an of- 
ficial announcement of the accept- 
ance of the doctor's resignation is 
now imminent. The prospect has 
somewhiat disturbed the business 
community yesterday although Dr. 
Schacht has not been active in the 
Economics Ministry since he pre- 
sented his resignation. 

His deputy. Doctor Posse, has 
been carrying the burden, while 
Schacht devoted himself to Reichs- 
bank affairs. 

It is surmised that Dr. Posse, 
who is officially State Secretary of 
Economics, will continue in that 
capacity without a minister, the 
department functioning under Col.- 
Gen. Hérmann Goering as Com- 
missar of the Four Year Plan. 

Goering having been economic 
dictator since last summer, there 
would be nothing surprising in that. 
However, another surmise current' 
yesterday, is more startling. 

It is suggested that Dr. Neumann, 
now Sehacht's deputy handling 
foreign exchange questions arising 
under the Four Year Plan, may be 
appointed State Secretary for. e» 
change -problems generally. This 
would foreshadow Sehacht's retire- 
ment from the Rcichsbank also, 
leaving Goering as sole dictator of 
German economics, finance and in- 
dustry. This again would indicate 
taking off all brakes on the 
grandio.?G plans of Natiorial Social- 
ism for a future great and self- 
sufficient Reich 



gHANGHAI.— Chinese defenders 
of Shanghai began a general re- 
treat from war-shatteired Chapei at 
dawn today unable, longer to with- 
stand the Japanese military steam- 
roller along the entire battle-line 
near Shanghai. 

Japanese naval units fought 
their way into the bitterly-contested 
North Station in the haze of 
dawn and at 6:15 aon. the Rising 
Sun flag was raised above the 
shell-pocked station that withstood 
two months of the heaviest pound- 
ing. 

British sentries on duty nearby 
at the International Settlement 
border heard Japanése bugles 
blare as the red-and-white banner 
fluttered over the captured objec- 
tive. 

Earlier, Chinese forces reopened 
heavy fighting in the Chapei and 
Kiangwan sectors north of Shang- 
hai today, apparently in answer to 
Japanese reports that t)ie city's de- 
fenders had begun a mass retreat 
toward the Shanghai-Hangchow 
railroad. 

Chinese officers disputed the re- 
port, declaring their troops were 

being reinforced in the Kiangwan 
and Chapei areas despite Japanese 
capture of Tazang, five miles north 
of 'Shanghai. Flashes of gunfire, 
seen from within Shanghai on those 
fronts, indicated that the Chinese 
were holding their positions. 

General Chiang Kai-shek, head of 
the Chinese Government, moved 
today close to the Shanghai war 
scene, arriving at Soochow between 
Shanghai and Nanking, presumably 
to bolster Chinese operation^ per- 
sonally. ^ ■ - 



NON-INTERVENTION 



I ONDON.— The diplomatic isola- 
tion of Russia in the Non-inter- 
vention Committee became complete 
today as Italy, Germany, Britain and 
France made s'wift progress toward 
an agreement on the procedure of 
withdrawing "voltmteers" from 
Spain. 

The Russians now have until 
Friday to back down on the issue 
of belligerent rights. For on Friday 
morning the committee will meet 
again, with the four other great 
powers working together and ready 
to go ahead without Russia if the 
Soviet Government does not yield. 

All except Russia have agreed on 
granting of belligerent rights as 
soon as there has been "substantial 
progress" in withdrawals. Russia 
alone has refused to agree to this 
formula and only last Saturday in- 
sisted she would not even discuss 
belligerent rights until the last for- 
eign fighting man had been re- 
moved from Spain. .. 

But the Russian Ainbassador, Ivan 
Maisky, felt chilly in his isolation 
today and showed slight but unmis- 
takable signs of discomfort. He 
repeated his former attacks on Italy 
and Germany as the "real culprits" 
in Spain, .but . he.^; also > said :R 
"might perhaps'^'cdhseht'ti)' disciiss'' 
belligerent rights if the bulk of 
foreigners had been withdrawn and 
if there were no further arrivals. 

This led the British and French 
to hope he would yield- still further 
and that by Friday' the Russians 
would see the danger ' of carrying 
stubbornness too far. It is' a long 
time since the Italians, .Germans, 
British and FrenchluJ^l^orked to- 
gether in such outward friendliness 
and harmony. Only a little more 
obduracy on the part of^he<Jliu-.. 
sians is needed to crèatë;^--iïrvthe' 
limited field of the Non-interven- 
tion • Comnnittee, theT iour-pow.er 
group which Hitler and Mussolini 
.^yould llike to see revived in the 
wider l^eld of. Emopeaa. 



BRITISH 



J^ONDON.— The British Govern- 
ment was pledged today to the 
search for peace in the Far East 
and Spain as King George VI open- 
ed Parliament in a ceremony sur- 
passed in color only by his Corona- 
tion. 

The Speech from tlie Throne, de- 
livered in the House of Lords, 
noted Great Britain's rearmament 
"now is making rapid progress"; 
forecast "energetic steps'? to protect 
the country's population from air 
raids; and declared the Govern- 
ment would broaden its social 
policy. ' 

Queen Elizabeth sat by the King's 
side as he read the Speech to rich- 
ly-garbed peers and peeresses, 
mmbers of the House of Commons 
and foreign diplomats. ' . 
. Their daughters. Princess Eliza 
beth, heir presumptive to the 
throne, and Princess Margaret, sat 
in the Lord Great Chamberlain's 
box where they were the first to 
make obeisance to the King as he 
entered.' 

- The King delivered the Speech 
slowly, with long pauses. He ex- 
pressed his ministers' "growing 

concern" over the continuance of 
the Spanish civil war, and de 
clared: 

. "It is their aim to do everything 
which liés in their power to assist 
towards' restoration of peace among 
the Spanish people. They believe 
that strict applicatoin of the inter- 
national policy of non-intervention 
in Spain will materially contribute 
to this end." 
, An expression of hope that na- 
,Uons]:nptimembers°of the League of 
Nations* would work closely with 
Great Britain in the Brussels con 
ference opening November 3 to deal

* HAM, head of the Departments^ 
of Zoology since 1932, and interiiai '' ' 
tionally known protozoologist, died; 
here yesterday afternoon. Professor • 
Fantham had been recuperating 
from injuries incurred in a fall 
in Winnipeg two months ago but 
suffered from septicemia resulting 
from ° his weakened condition, and' . 
finally succumbed. He was in his 
62nd year. 

Doctor Fantham had intended to 
give his lectures in spite of his 
illness but was forced to abandon 
this attempt after the first two 
weeks of the session. 

Born in Birmingham, England, 
Professor Fantham was. educated at. .' 
University College, London, where 
he was gold medallist in zoology 
and Derby Research Scholar; at" the 
Royal College of Science, London; , ' 
and at Christ's College, Cambridge,, 
where he was appointed Darwin 
Research Prizeman.' He.received his 
M.A. degree from Cambridge and 
his Doctorate of Science from the- 
University of London. 

EARLY CAREER. 
He began his teaching career in, 
the early nineteen hundreds lectur-- > 
ing at the universities _of . Cambridge.!.^ 
London and" LiyerpobUj where ' he 
continued the resârcfi^he had be-' > 
gun with his graduate fellowships,', . :^ 
In 1908-11 he was proto-zoologist • ■/'' 
to the British grouse -disease in- / 
quiry. '■ 

During the early part of the ■war 
he served as protozoologist to the 
troops in Egypt and Salonika. In' 
1917 he was appointed professor of . 
Zoology and Comparative Anatomy 
at the University of Witwatersrand, . 
Johannesburg,' holding this position^ 
until he came to McGill. 

SOCIETY PRESIDENT. : 
Among the many offices he held 
may be mentioned the president-', 
ship of the South African Biological . 
Society, the South African Eugenics 
Society, and the South African So-' 
ciety for the Advancement of Sci- ' 
ence. He was a member of the' 
South African Goveirhment's sleep- ■ 
ing sickness commission in 1920 ahd; 
at ■ one time he- was ■ vice-president--; 
of the Royal Society of South' - 
Africa. ' 

Professor Fantham was married '■ 
twenty-two years ago to Dr. Annie.' 
Porter, who is herself a distinguish- , 
ed biologist and co-operated with, 
him in many of his undertakings. . 
The following annourwement was ■ 
made yesterday at the university: ' ' ■';

Professor Fantham came to 
the university in 1932 as head of the ' , 
Department of Zoology with a list i - 
of distinguished accomplishments to 
his credit.

the juniors. To these he was especi- 
ally inspiring, as was evidenced by " 
the attendance at his lectures in • 
elementary zoology.

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A Tribute 

It is with the deepest and most sincere 
regret that we record the tragic passing of 
Professor Harold B. Fantham. We feel 
that it will be difficult indeed to replace 
one who combined the duties of a depart- 
ment head so efficiently with the more 
kindly office of an adviser. 

Doctor Fantham first came to McGill 
. in the winter of 1932 to fill the vacancy left 
by the retirement of Emeritus Professor 
Arthur Willey. The choice was made be- 
cause of the splendid reputation which Dr. 
Fantham had made for himself as one. of 
, the world's leading protozoologists. In 
collaboration with his wife, Dr. Annie 
-Porter, he had published many original 
* works from the fund of knowledge acquired 
in a country which , of fered peculiar re- 
sources for his chosen work. The text 
book on Aninial Parasites in which he 
■ .wrote the section on Protozoa has been for 
years one of the leading works in this 
important subject. 

But Professor Fantham's chief claim 
to the grateful remembrance of his students 
lies not in his scholastic achievements, not 
in his degrees, nor yet in the honours 'which 
■were bestowed upon him during his life- 
time. For Dr. Fantham was something 
more than just another professor. He is 
remembered by thosç who worked under 
him as one. who w;as indeed a friend to 
.everyone who sought liim out no matter 
how trivial their problems. 

It was impossible for anyone taking 
. .. ; one of his courses, no matter how large the 
';^||,"enrollment, to maintain an impersonal ^tti- 
tuide toward this kindly lecturer. Dr. 
Fantham made it a point to become per- 
Eonally acquainted with every student 
attending his lectures. He would seek 
;|^'!;them out, inquire about their sources, their 
ambitions, and their difficulties — and 
,where possible volunteer advice on personal 
igft- as well as academic problems. This was 
' an office for which he was well fitted both 
by his vast experience and by his natural 
kindliness. 

The University has' lost a department 
head, a professor, and a colleague — but the 
étudents of the Univérsity mourn thè 
- passing of a friend.

I read the "What Do You Think?" 

column in the Daily of October 19 
and recognized the symptoms of a 
tottering Canada which the column- 
ist describes, and, further, recog- 
nized the challenge he issued to me 
to express myself. This should not 
be hard, because the same issue of 
the Daily contained also Sir Edward 
Beatty's address at Queen's Uni- 
versity last Saturday, and two ar- 
ticles arising from it, and such a 
wealth of comment can but cause 
further comment.;: ^ 

The articles mentioned pointed 
out the ills of our country, our so- 
ciety and our universities, and 
there were paragraphs which ad- 
vanced to the second stage, suggest- 
ing the needs resulting from these 
disorders— one mentioned the need 
for a "good reformer." I heartily 
agree— we need a whole nation of 
them. How can a few leaders in- 
vent constitutional reforms to han- 
dle the mess the world is in? Our 
forefathers were pioneers of a new 
country, and we,, the youth of 
Canada, must be pioneers of a new 
civilization so that we change from 
the malady to the cure. The youth 
of today has ambition and patriot- 
ism, just as much as his grandfather 
did, but the world is different, his 
vision is blurred by soft living- 
moral softness. A man who is not 
disciplined in personal morals and 
ethics has little hope of clear vision 
even for himself, let alone îfx his 
country. He becomes a block to the 
frantic eflor.ts of statesmen to re- 
form the , conditions by sweeping 
legislations, such as have led us, 
little by little, to where we are, 
facing the necessity now of a com- 
plete change. 

There are any number of men,, 
young and old, capable of running 
the machine if all the cogs are 
meshing cleanly instead of con- 
stantly becoming jammed with 
moral rot and selfishness. Sir Ed- 
ward Beatty, in his address, dis- 
played some wonderful thinking 
which shows that there aire men 
with knowledge, experience and 
vision, when he says: "The destiny 
of this nation depends, under God, 
on our own qualities of national 
courage and wisdom." National 
courage means courage in every 
man in the nation, enough to judge 
himself by absolute standards and 
start living on a new high level. 

How about the universities? They 
have now the biggest challenge 
they have evei: had, to really edu- 
cate young people to fit them for 
life. To give them a true, compfete 
picture of living together, loving 
mother-in-law, employer, robber or 
rival enough to understand and 
tear down the barriers which keep 
us from mutual co-operation. Pro 
lessors, indeed, require freedom of 
speech, accuracy of facts and logi 
cal minds even to the extent of 
speaking from experience and tell- 
ing how they live victoriously- 
that's what will inspire young men. 

I can see the answèr to the 
world's needs through the univer- 
sities "as a healing stream for a 
sick nation," to quote from the Vic- 
toria Daily Times. Some reader 
will say, "But who shall organize 
and take responsibility lor this up- 
set?" The answer is you— now- 
here. 

I must not stop here because so 
far I have only indicated the gen- 
eral cure, which lies in every 
thinking person in Canada taking 
personal responsibility lor the forg- 
ing of a new nation. Our sphere is 
the university,- and it is up to us, as 
a united university to give leader- 
ship to Montreal — to all Canada. 
Now, having realized our responsi- 
bility and acceptèd.lt, how do we 
begin? We have to completely re- 
nounce the right to ourselves, so 
that with no consideration for our- 
selves left, there can be no selfish- 
ness, hate or fear. Absolute honesty 
in every situation, and above all 
with oiirselvés, is essential, where- 
by we can mind unhappy relation- 
sfilps and build new cwistiruetive 
ones. Then we have, not better 
people, but utterly different people, 
actually human nature can thus be 
changed and controlled. If now 
you can grasp the whole signiflc- 
aheé of the little phrase, "to give 
everythlng,"| all you have to do is 
to start giving.

IT is interesting to note the ex- 
periments, carried on in England 
for the education of the working 
people, presented difficulties, which 
to some extent are also existent at 
the present time in this country. 
Thie chief opposition for such a 
change coming from statesmen, 
clergy and the upper classes gen- 
erally, in that they feared that edu- 
cation ol the masses would make 
them dissatisfied with their life, 
spread radical ideas, and finally 
lead to potential aggressiveness. 

With this in view we are led to 
the inevitable, question, "Then what 
is the true function .0/ a university? 
T,s it to train, the nation's best men, 
or is it. to seli its gifU to the rich?" 
The selection of the fortunate few 
from a comparatively restricted 
area has deprived the work-people 
of the right of access to that which 
belongs to no' class or caste. Thé 
universities miss , their" (rue missioh, 
and the nation and the raceMose the 
services of their best men. The 
man in the street can see that uni- 
versity extension enables the son 
of a workingman to escape from his 
class; but he cannot see ' that it 
builds up that sense of solidarity 
■which is essentlat to the lifting of 
the class itself. 

The Adult Education idea in Can- 
ada until recdnit years was mainly 
an experiment on the part of our 
larger universities; in most cases 
consisting of casual lectures— valu- 
able from the university's point' of 
• view as publicity, but having" little 
educational content. Examples of 
a more intimate approach to the 
actual cultural, vocational ahd eco- 
nomic needs of ~ the communities 
concerned are found today' in the 
amazing success of the St.' Francois 
Xavier Co-operative movement with 
its thousands of study groups, and 
its effect in re-establishing a bit- 
terly exploited group of primary 
producers; in the. rural vocational 
•yvork of the Uhiveris\ty of Sas- 
katchewan; the hroad cultural acti- 
vities of the University of Alberta, 
University of Toronto and the Uni- 
versity of 'Western Ontario. But 
the Adult Educational movement 
has long ago moved out beyond the 
direction of official institutes, and 
has become an absorbing interest 
and occupation on the part of large 
numbers of' purely voluntary or- 
ganizations in every province in the 
Dominion. " ' ' '' 

.In every province in the Do- 
minion of Canada, with the possible 
exception of British Columbia and 
Prince Edward Island, the greatest 
educational need at the present tinié 
is for wider libraiy 'facilities; àdûtl 
education can "only go 'as far as 
library services go.— This is' where 
the university student and the uni- 
versity graduate can assist in this 
new .crusade of education. 

Students, who through their 
discussions and study while at 
University, have become citizens of 
the world, are almost certain to be 
much more useful members of their 
own communities. That is the 
dempcratic process in adult educa- 
tion. That is the way Sweden and 
Denmark have found their way to 
economic independence and to a 
fulness of life unequalled any- 
y/here. 

. The University graduate, however 
diffident and humble, whatever his 
equipment can be, can thus lend a 
hand. If he is educated at all he 
rnust see, as most Canadian Uni- 
versity men and women do, that 
éducation and democracy in the 
last analysis rest on the same basic 
principles— freedom of assembly, 
freedom of speech. 'Without these 
there can be no democracy, and 
no education worthy of the name. 
Through adult education of a free

StiideDts' Council Makes 
History 

•TPHIS column, made up of ex- 
cerpts from the minutes of the 
Macdonald College Students' Coun- 
cil, has a four-fold purpose: Firstly, 
to serve as a history of the Student 
Government of Macdonald. Sec- 
ondly, to bring to mind the names 
of those who some of us may know, 
and to mention the part taken by 
them in Student affairs. Thirdly, 
to show once again how certain 
difficulties seem to repeat them- 
selves over and over again, causing 
great concern each time. (We hope 
that a graph of their recurrence 
would show a spiral rather than a 
circle.) Fourthly, to entertain— 
many things which appear below 
have afforded the readers great 
amusement. 

FORMATION OF A COUNCIL. 

"A general meeting of the Stu- 
dent body, was held in the Assem- 
bly Hall," on April 11th, 1911, "im- 
mediately after the meeting of the 
Lit. and Deb. Mr. Savage (now 
Dean of Agriculture at the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba), Senior president, 
occupied the chair.*; "The benefits 
to be derived from the formation of 
a general Students' Council were 
pointed out, and reference was 
made to similar' bodies in other in- 
stitutions. It was further stated 
that there *«*Bre'sevéràl duties 
awaiting for sUch a committee as 
soon as it was formed." • 

"A motion was made by Tela- 
cheur, .seconded by Spencer," that 
such a body be formed. 

Here' follows a list of officers who 



would go to make up the body and 
other details of organization. A 
note of appreciation was tendered 
Mr. Savage, "Who for two years 
had acted for the Students in the 
capacity of Senior President with- 
out the support of a Council."
